It is hoped 
no relutance in complying with the law will be obferva- 
ble, thot the dilagreeabie alternatives thereio mentioned 
may be prevented, 

The very gccat attention of oar Health Commiffioners, 
ju conjuction with the Corporation, bas, and doubtlets 
will have the defied effeét ; and claims, and we hope, r¢- 
ceives the hearty approbation and chanks of their fellow 
cuizens, 

We know the duties naturally devolving upon our Com. 
mithoness, are arduous; but, we are fure alfo, that they 
have been, and will be Jurmounted by their peifevering 
atrention. While no reluctance on their part is difcover- 
ed, it would be next to criminality in the oiuzens to with- 
hold their aid ia thofe meafures fo admirably calculated to 
ayert-e-what? why, that wort of enemies--THE YEL- 
LOW FEVER. 

The following Refolutions were moved in the Senate of 
the United States on Monday lait; and the firft was on 
Thur fday negatived 22 to 4. 

“ RefAlved, That it isexpedient to lay an Embargo for 
2 lim:tied time, on all thips and veffels owned wholly o 
in part by citizensof the United States, other than fhips or 
velfeis employcd felely in the fitheries or coafling trade ; 
and that thefe be regulated in their refpeétive voyages con- 
fiftent with their fefety and a flate of neutrality 

“ Refolved, That is expedient to comple te the fortifica- 
tions of the ports and harbors of the United States, and 
eff:Gually to garrifon the fame. 

* Refolved, That it isexpedient to raife a provifonal 
army, to be employed when neceffary for internal fecurity 
aad defence. 

** Refolved, That it is expedient to provide for fuppiy- 
ing any deficiency exifting or arifing in the arms and mili- 
tary ftores of the United States. 

‘© And Refolved, That the foregoing refolutions be re- 
ferred to the committee to whem was refered the Prefi- 
cent’s meflage of the 19th inft. as infiruétions to the faid 
committee Lo prepare and report bills correfponding with the 
faid refolutions, and in the fame order in which they ftand.”’
